2. Citations and explanations: 



Claims 1-41 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Reinsel et al. 

Reinsel et al. discloses a method of inhibiting sulfide production by sul fate-reducing bacteria(SRB), wherein said method comprises 
contacting the SRB with a biocide glutaraldehyde, and metabolite inhibitor nitrite. See abstract; pages 134-135. The concentration of 
glutaraldehyde used was 0.1 mM, and nitrite was 3.57 mM. 

Thus Reinsel anticipates instant claims 1-41. 



Claims 1-64 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
